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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended limitation reciting that the Raman probe be inserted into a FLUIDIZED BED polymerization reactor 
narrows the scope of the claims and would require further search and consideration. Additionally, while the specification extensively 
discusses use of fluidized beds for polymerization of olefins [see, for example, paragraph [0004]] or inserting the Raman probe into a 
polymerization reactor system [see, for example, paragraph [0075]], the specification does not disclose inserting a Raman probe into a 
FLUIDIZED bed polymerization reactor. Consequently, the proposed amendments also raise issues of NEW MATTER. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
and are not persuasive because they are based on proposed amendments that were denied entry. It is noted that although the instant 
version of claims (i.e. the set of claims without the proposed amendments) recites use of a fluidized bed reactor system in the preambles of 
the independent claims, there is no limitation requiring that every reactor in the reactor system be a fluidized bed reactor (i.e. it is possible 
that the fluidized bed reactor SYSTEM has multiple reactors performing different functions wherein only one reactor utilizes a fluidized bed). 
Consequently, the reference of Long et al., which teaches a Raman probe inserted into a slurry reactor that is part of a fluidized bed reactor 
system, still anticipates or makes obvious the instant claims. 
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
